Gentlemen: 


The  undersigned,  owners  of  the  following  described  real 

estate  in  Allen  County,  State  of  Indiana,  to-wit: 

All  that  part  of  Lot  A of  Elizabeth  Hanna1 s Sub- 
division of  part  of  Lots  8 and  1?  in  Hanna's  Plat 
"C"  Section  36  Township  31  North  of  Range  12  East,

that  said  alley  for  public  use  so  reserved  in  said  deed  has  never 
in  fact  been  used  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  reserved;  that 
it  is  impossible  to  use  said  strip  of  land  sought  to  be  vacated  for 
the  purpose  of  an  alley  for  public  use  because  it  begins  on  the 
east  and  terminates  on  the  west  on  privately  owned  real  estate  and 
is  therefore  entirely  inaccessible  for  public  use;  that  it  therefore 
has  no  public  utility  whatsoever,  serves  no  public  use  whatsoever 
and  should  in  the  public  interest  be  vacated.
